'j'lic finding of.. Associate 
Justice 


Fisiicr on the inquest, into the death 
.of Clayton F. Currier, aged four years, 


died on Aug. 17 in the Peter Bent 


Bnaham hospital, Boston, as a result 
of injuries sustained by being, struck 
by an automobile earlier in tho day 
in Tyngsboro, exonerates Charles R. 
Chase of Newbury, driver of tho ma- 
chine, -from any criminal liability. 


After reviewing the evidence at con- 


siderable length the finding concludes 
as follows: 


'In my opinion the weight of the 


evidence Is-in favor of the contention 
that Mr. Chase did sound his horn as 
tio was approaching the 
automobile 


truck. 
As to the rats of speed," I am 


satisfied that tho accident could not 
have been averted even though Mr. 
Chase was .driving the machine at the 
time at a-lower rate of speed than 12 
or 15 miles an hour. The little Cur- 
rier boy could have been only two or 
three feet away when he ra'n out In- 
front of Mr. Chase's machine. 
The 


body was picked up on the opposite 
side of the street at a distance of 62 
feet from 
the place where he wx1; 


struck. 
Tho automobile of Mr. Chase 


was brought to a stop at' a. distance 
of 37S feet from the scene of the ac- 
cident. 
Tho grado was slightly de- 


scending, and according to the testi- 
mony of Mr. Little, Mr. Chase imme- 
diately threw out his clutch, but did 
not apply the brakes for a second or 
so, and seemed dazed. This may ex- 
plain the comparatively long distance 
covered by the 
car 
before It was 


brought to a stop. 


"Thri case offers another, illustra- 


tion ol the danger of driving an auto- 
mobile past any object in or near the 
street, which obstructs the view of the 
driver. 
The case would, in my opin- 


ion, 
have a very different aspect if 


there had been anything lo suggest to 
Mr. Chase at the time that there were 
or might be children in the vicinity 
of the automobile truck. 
Under such 


circumstances It would plainly have 
been his duty to exercise the l.ighcat 
degree of caution and bring his car 
down to a low rate of speed. 


"On all tho evidence I find that Clay- 


ton F. Currier, a. boy four years of age, 
living with his parents in Tyngsboro, 
Mass., came to his death at Boston on 
Thursday evening. Aug. 17, 1S16. In 
consequence- of having been run over
